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DETAILED ACTION 


1. Claims 13-27 are presented for examination. Claims 1-12 have been cancelled. 
Claims 25-27 are new. 


Specification 


2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d) (1 ) and MPEP §608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: Claims 17-20 recites the limitation "computer-readable 
medium". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the disclosure. 
Claim 17 recites "computer-readable medium encoded with computer-executable 
instructions", the statement "computer-readable medium encoded with computer- 
executable instructions" interpreted as a computer program is on shelf waiting to be 
"performing" computer program is merely a set of instructions capable of being 
executed by a computer, the computer program itself is not a process and Office 
personnel should treat a claim for a computer program, without the computer readable 
medium needed to realize the computer program's functionality, as nonstatutory 
functional descriptive material. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed 
in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an 
international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), 
and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

4. Claims 13-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable as 
being anticipated by Loomans et al (US 6,393,605) (Hereinafter Loomans). 

5. As per claim 13, Loomans teaches a method of constructing a web page that 
allows for syndication of digital assets, the method comprising: 

(a) constructing a web page (616, fig 6, col 9, lines 3-6); and 

(b) inserting into the web page script (embedded, 222, fig 2, col 6, lines 54-61) 
associated with at least one digital asset that is desired to be part of a fully rendered 
web page (222, fig 2, col 6, lines 54-61) , the inserted script including code to request 
the content of the digital asset from a remote site when the code is executed by a 
browser (202, fig 2, col 6, line 36 to col 7, line 2), the code including a uniform resource 
identifier (URI) (url, col 8, line 54) of a web page and a unique identifier of the selected 
content (elements of fig 6, col 8, lines 49-67). 
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6. As per claim 14, Loomans teaches the scripting language is JavaScript (col 6, 
lines 59-61). 

7. As per claim 1 5, Loomans teaches a method of claim 1 3 wherein the content is 
an executable file (col 6, lines 61-65). 

8. As per claim 1 6, Loomans teaches a method of claim 1 3 wherein the script 
includes a subscriber identifier and a content identifier (user provided input, 614, fig 6), 
which together, create the unique identifier of the selected content (url, 604, fig 6, col 8, 
lines 49-58). 

9. Claims 17 and 21 do not teach or define any new limitations above claim 13 and 
therefore are rejected for similar reasons. 

1 0. Claims 1 8 and 22 do not teach or define any new limitations above claim 1 2 and 
therefore are rejected for similar reasons. 

1 1 . Claims 19 and 23 do not teach or define any new limitations above claim 15 and 
therefore are rejected for similar reasons. 

12. Claims 20 and 24 do not teach or define any new limitations above claim 1 6 and 
therefore are rejected for similar reasons. 
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13. As per claims 25-27, Loomans teaches wherein the script is a scripting 
language (222, fig 2, col 6, lines 59-61). 

Response to Arguments 

14. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 13- 24 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
